M AYO R CO TTRELL. 


H ow H e W on a Y ou n g L ad y’s H ea rt In 
T w o W eek s. 
Ckdar K ey s (Fla.), May 26th.— Mayor 
Cottrell has not yet been caught. Relatives 
aver th at he has left the State, never to re­ 
turn, b at this statem ent is viewed with sus­ 
picion. The details of Cottrell’s crimes 
and the m anner in w hich he terrified the 
town are coming to light every day. 
Cot­ 
trell is credited with the killing of three or 
four men, and he has m altreated several 
others. 
No one in Cedar Keys dared to thw art 
him in anything, and one yonng English­ 
m an, who was staying at the principal hos­ 
telry in the town, had a narrow escape after 
offending him . H e was leaning against 
the counter in the bar-room, and. as is 
sometimes the custom with the Briton 
abroad, he was m aking disparaging re­ 
m arks about the country. 
Suddenly the slight form of Cottrell 
loomed up in the doorway. A lter listening 
for a m om ent to the stranger’s conversa­ 
tion, he drew his pistol and told the 
Eoglishm an he would m ake him toe a 
chalk m ark ont of the town at the point of 
the pistol, and he did. 
The story of his m arriage is a most ro­ 
m antic one. 
About two weeks before last 
, New Y ear's a^ bright, good-looking young 
woman from South Carolina was on a visit 
to her cousin, Dr. Dopper, station agent at 
Cedar Keys. One afternoon Cottrell m et 
Dopper in a barber shop. The Mayor’s 
voice was thick with pathos and whisky. 
H e was on a "tear.” 
H e said: "Dopper, 
introduce me to that cousin of yours, and 
I ’ll m arry her w ithin two weeks.” 
Mr. Dopper replied that that was not the 
tim e or place to talk of such a thing and 
that Cottrell was not in a fit state to m en­ 
tion a lady at all. Cottrell resorted to his 
argum ent, and drew his pistol. 
Dopper 
drew his and several shots were fired w ith­ 
out any more damage being done than the 
sm ashing of a pane of glass. 
The young woman was at that tim e en­ 
gaged to a leading lawyer in Jacksonville, 
bnt a few days after the m eeting in the 
barber shop Cottrell became acquainted 
with her and she sent back her engage­ 
m ent ring and presents to her old sweet­ 
heart. H e came to Cedar Keys and expos­ 
tulated in vain. Cottrell won his bride and 
they were married w ithin a fortnight, as 
he bad said they should be. 
They spent 
their honeymoon in Jacksonville and Cot­ 
trell promised to reform and become a 
most exemplary citizen. 
On their return, four days later, however, 
Cottrell was drunk again. 
They were liv­ 
ing at Bellatina’s Hotel, and Bellatina re­ 
fused to supply Cottrell with any more 
liquor. A fracas at once followed. 
Cot­ 
trell pursued the saloon-keeper all over 
the houBe.

C on d ition o f M e a su re s W h ic h Eft'ewl th e 
P a cific C o a st. 
W a sh in g to n, May 26th.—The conference 
on the San Francisco Postoflice site again 
failed to reach a decision to-day. A nother 
meeting will be held Wednesday. 
A bill was introduced by Senator Sanders 
to-day providing that no patent issued to 
the N orthern Pacific Railroad Company 
shall be construed to convev to the com­ 
pany any m ineral lands, iron and coal 
lands excepted. 
T he conferences on the customs adm in­ 
istrative bill reached an agreement. T he 
law is to take effect August 1st, but the sec­ 
tion providing for the appointm ent of nine 
general appraisers will go into effect at 
once. 
The Senate to-day adopted a resolution, 
introduced by Stewart, calling on the Sec­ 
retary of the|Interiorfor information of how 
m uch of the money appropriated for irri­ 
gation surveys, etc., last year, had been di­ 
verted to topographic surveys and by what 
authority. 
W ilson of Iowa, from the Committee on 
Judiciary, reported the following substi­ 
tute for the original package liquor bill 
now under consideration by the Senate: 
“That when intoxicating liquors are trans­ 
ported from one State or Territory to an­ 
other, or from any foreign country, such 
liquors shall, when the actual and contin­ 
uous transportation of the same shall have 
terminated, be considered to have ceased to 
be a subject of interstate commerce and be 
a part of the common mass of property 
w ithin the 8tate or Territory, and subject 
to the respective powers of such State or 
Territory in respect of all the police regu­ 
lations or prohibition legislation or taxa­ 
tion.” 
The Senate Committee on Public Lands 
reported a voluminous substitute for the 
House bill to repeal the tim ber culture 
laws. The bill repeals the tim ber culture 
Act of 1878, except as to Nebraska, and all 
Acts supplementary thereto, with provisos 
that no valid rights under the Act shall be 
disturbed, etc. 
The Act of 1877, m aking a provision for 
the sale of desert lands, is amended by the 
addition of five sections governing the 
issue of patents for lands to be irrigated, 
and giving parties the right to associate 
together in the construction of irrigating 
canals and ditches. The bill further pro­ 
vides that no public lands will be of­ 
fered for public sale except the abandoned 
m ilitary reservations, isolated and discon­ 
nected fractional tracts, and m ineral and 
other lands. 
Provision is made for enter­ 
ing town-sites in Alaska, limited to 160 
acres, and for the acquirement of tracts, not 
exceeding 160 acres in extent, bv m anu­ 
facturing or trade associations, at $2 50 an 
acre. 
From the operation of these provi­ 
sions are excepted coal lands and land con­ 
taining precious minerals, public reserva­ 
tions, fish culture lands on the Kodiac and 
Afaquak Islands and the islands of the 
Pribvemov group, and tracts of land not 
exceeding 640 acres in extent, occupied as 
missionary stations. The right to regulate 
the taking and protection of salmon is also 
reserved. Town-site entries may be made 
by incorated towns and cities on mineral 
lands, but they shall not acquire title to 
any vein of mineral ore.

Plum b offered a resolution directing the F i­ 
nance Com m ittee to collect and furnish the 
Senate w ith inform ation relative to the House 
tariff bill, show ing w here and in w hat propor­ 
tion the duties aie fixed therein, increased or 
decreased, and the present rates of 
duty. 
Agreed to. 
Stanford repotted favorably w ithout am end­ 
m ent th e bill providing for a public building at 
A lam eda, Cal., to cost $50,000. 
Stanford also 
introduced a bill providing ior a ¿75,000 build­ 
ing at Fresno, Cal. 
banders introduced a bill for protection to 
titles ot m iueral laud. 
Plum b introduced a bill authorizing the pur­ 
chase of ¿4 500,000 of silver bullion m onthly, 
and in paym ent for the same the Secretan- of 
the Treasury is to issue United States notes, 
said notes to be legal tender and to be redeem ­ 
able in coin; th at out of such bullion pur­ 
chased there shall be coined not less than 
$2,000,000 m onthly, and alter two years from 
the passage of the Act the m inim um coinage 
shall be $1,000,000. 
Stewart subm itted a resolution, w hich was 
agreed to, directing the Secretary of the In te­ 
rior to inform the Senate how m uch ot the $350,­ 
000 appropriated for irrigation sun-eys, has 
been diverted and used lor topographic su r­ 
veys and m aiters connected therew ith, and by 
w hat authority of law the appropriation was 
so diverted from the purpose intended bv Con­ 
gress. 
Call s resolution, asking for inform ation es to 
the landing of an arm ed torce from a revenue 
cutter at Cedar Keys, Fla., was modified and 
agreed to. 
The Senate then resum ed the consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill. 
Cockrell's am endm ent to strike out the provi­ 
sion for three heavily arm ed battle-ships, at 
$4,000,000 each, caused a lengthy debate, in 
w hich Cockrell com m ented ou the recom m end­ 
ations of the Secretary of the Navy for the con- 
t ruction of so large a num ber of vessels. There 
is no occasion, said Cockrell, for the construc­ 
tion of coast defenses or the increase of naval 
establishm ents. It was well for the Senate to 
rem em ber that the surplus was already gone, 
and w hen the legislation of this Congress was

was no necessity for the construction of great 
battle ships. The Am erican flag was perfeetlv 
Bafc in every part of th e earth. The U uitei 
States could rely on seeuringjustice w ithout any 
m anifestation of puysical or visible force. 
Yoorhees said the Am erican people no more 
favored increasing the navy and having a great 
standing navy than they were in favor of h av ­ 
ing a groat standing arm y. He had faith in the 
ability of the Am erican peop e to get ready 
w henever an em ergency arose 
Bu’ler spoke vigorously in opposition to the 
am endm ent and regretted th at it w as not in 
his power tu vote for eight instead of three b at­ 
tle ships. He hoped all our difficulties m ight 
be.settied by negotiation or arbitration, b ut so 
long as hum an nature was as it is, it was unsafe 
to assume th a t the U nited States w as in no 
danger of a collision w ith a foreign power. 
B lair m oved to am end the provision for three 
battle ships by inserting a proviso th at it sh all 
not be available until the Governm ent o f Great 
B ritain shall have been requested by the Presi­ 
dent to w ithdraw all h er naval forces from Am­ 
erica» w aters, and to dism antle her nav al sta­ 
tions in both South and North A m erica, a n d in 
the adjacent islands, and shall have declined or 
neglected for one year to do so. 
Hawley said it was a proposition from a na­ 
tion, already disarm ed, to get Great B ritain to 
disarm , and was sim ply ludicrous. W hile he was 
as m uch in favor of peace as anybodr. he did 
not believe in any w ay ol departing from the 
teaching of Holy Scripture. 
He w as in favor 
of being prepared against violence and gross 
injustice. T here was some tim e in the history 
of the w orld. w hen, for the sake ol m anhood 
and patriotism , for th e sake of God and country 
a people m ust light, and these w ere days th at 
lifted the i>cople ont of th eir w orship of ai- 
m ightv dollars. 
Mr, Hale of spoke of th e defenseless condi­ 
tion of the Pacific coast, and the extensive 


British w orks and naval stations in British Col­ 
um bia. w hen he visted them last year. 
B lair's am endm ent was rejected, as was also 
Cockrell's, the latter by a vote ot 3;i to-!-.

S a r a t o g a , May 26th —At the Presbyte­ 
rian General Assembly to-day the report of 
the Committee ou Synodical Records- was 
read. The suggestions were mostly ap­ 
proved. The report of the Sianding Coni- 
m ittee on Publication was delivered bv its 
Chairman, Dr. Howard Crosby. 
Resolu­ 
tions were olfered approving the work and 
recommending the appointm ent of a com­ 
mittee to consider the expediency of pub­ 
lishing Sunday-school helps and literature 
in the German and Scandinavian lan­ 
guages. 
The text of the resolution adopted con­ 
cerning the use of the Bible in public 
schools is as fellow s: 


W h e r e a s , A recent decision of the Suprem e 
Court iu one of the-Slates affirmed the Bible as 
sectarian book and its use in the public schools 
unconstitutional: amd w hereas, we see in this- 
decision no m ere local m atter such as affects 
sim ply the people of th a t State, but the culm in­ 
ation of th at effort which is being m ade with 
relentless pertinacity by a foreigu hierarchy to 
overthrow the system of uublic schools through­ 
out the land: therefore, 
Hfisolt'ed, T hat we affirm the im portance of 
our public schools to the welfare of our people; 
th a t w ith intellectual cultivation m ust go m oral 
training, or schools may prove a curse rather 
th an a blessing. But this m eral training m ust 
be based ou religion, otherw ise its sanction 
will not be strong enough to grasp the con­ 
science of the people, or its utterances obligatory 
enough to shape th eir character: th at as the 
Bible is the source o t the highest m oral teach­ 
ing. we regard its exclusion from public schools 
as a m enace to the national welfare, and we 
urge m em bers of the church to so arouse public 
thought on this subject from the pulpit, the 
press and ecclesiastical assem blages, th a t this 
book shall be restored to its true place in our 
system of education.

SOME O F T H E RESULTS.

P h il a d e l p h ia , May 26th.—^The Carpenter, 
the organ of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, will 
say in this week’s issue that to date the 
eight-hour day has been secured this sea­ 
son for carpenters in twenty-seven cities 
and towns, affecting 23 355 men in the 
trade. Nine cities are still out for the eight- 
hour day and six have compromised on 
nine hours. 
The nine hour day has been established 
in seventy-two cities and towns, with the 
addition of an eight-day on Saturday in 
many instances. 
This concession affects 
14,180 carpenters. Gams have been made 
in the shape of increased wages in eighteen 
other cities, affecting 2,662 men. 
Thus the trade movement among the 
carpenters this spring has been successful 
in 177 cases and it has benefited 40.197 
workmen in that trade, and countless 
ethers in every branch of the building 
trades have also been the gainers. 
At present there are twenty-four strikes 
of carpenters still pending throughout the 
entire country, and in sixteen of these ful­ 
ly 75 per cent, of the men have gained the 
demands for which the strikes were under­ 
taken.

A NOTABLE AUTOCRAT. 
The little teapot trouble at Cedar Keys, 
which lias at last necessitated the sending 
of an artned cutter to the port, is one of 
the most disgraceful small aflairs for which 
the country has to he ashamed. It appears 
that the whole matter begins and ends in 
the person and bravado of a. wiry man 
named Cottrell. He is not a physical gi­ 
ant; not a man of commanding presence; 
not a man who by intellect or wit invokes 
respect; he is not even an adroit politi­ 
cian, nor a schemer who understands how 
to handle and mold men to his purjtoses. 
On the contrary, he is a diminutive fellow, 
weighing not more than 140 pounds; is 
but ordinarily outfitted with sense, and Ls 
in no respect a man to be feared, except 
for his amazing daring and his ability to 
browbeat and cow men at the point of the 
sword, so to speak. 
By the reckless use of the pistol he 
gained control of the town, elected himself 
Mayor twice in succession, cowed the local 
Courts, took such property of others as he 
wished without leave or payment, turned 
people out of their houses and occupied 
the premises himself, courted and won a 
wife in a few days though she was engaged 
to marry another, defied the Florida and 
and Federal authorities, and generally 
ruled the whole community as absolutely 
as a pronounced autocrat. Of course there 
are about the man qualities that have some 
attractive power; as. for instance, his ex­ 
treme liberality in the expenditure of 
money, his redress of the wrongs of the 
weak, and his absolute fearlessness. 
His rule at Cedar Keys became so wildly 
outrageous recently, and his drunken par­ 
ade of the streets shooting right and left, 
so frightful, that a party was mustered 
against him, and in a recent political con­ 
test he was downed, to the surprise of the 
people themselves. But for all that he 
did not yield, but carrying his bulldozing 
too far he interfered with Federal author­ 
ity aud a gunboat was ordered to the 
place. Soon after its arrival Cottrell dis­ 
appeared, and it is said that he has fled 
from the State of Florida never to return. 
But so terrorizing was this strange man, 
and so completely had he cowed Cedar Keys 
that the people refuse to believe lie has gone 
not to return, and they therefore continue 
to experience the fear with which he fiad 
inspired them when in their midst. 
liis career is not without partial par­ 
allel. There have been other instances 
men who, unaided, have ruled entire com­ 
munities through fear, bravado and the free 
use of weapons. But we do not believe 
that there ever has been a case until Cot­ 
trell’s, in which such a man has managed 
to control the electoral will of the people, 
put himself by that means into office, defy 
the Courts and the officers of the common­ 
wealth, seize and occupy property at will, 
and snap his fingers in the very face of 
Uncle Sam. In the extent of his autoc­ 
racy he has not had an equal. It sjieaks 
ill for the citizenship and manhood of the 
people of Cedar Keys that one man, no 
matter how desperate and daring, could 
for a series of years so completely own 
and control the place. The men of a town of 
that character must lie of exceeding small 
caliber. 
T h e War Department has instructed the 
Engineers in charge of the Sacramento 
river to examine and report at once if it is 
true that the larger volume of water is 
passing through the I'aine break, and if 
the crevasse ought now to lie wholly closed 
in order to give the river full scouring 
capacity. On the basis of information at 
hand, we believe that if such examination 
is made now, it will lie found that the only 
true policy is to close the break, and if 
that cannot he done, to open the channel 
below it to encourage the flow iu the river. 
A skilled river engineer who examined 
the break as recently as Saturday last, de­ 
clares that the dispatch sent to Washing­ 
ton a few days ago by the Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the River Con­ 
vention, was not only not exaggerated, but 
not strong enough. It would seem to be a 
matter that could be very easily deter­ 
mined, and in a brief time, whether par­ 
tial or complete closing of the break is the 
better policy. Certainly, if the statements 
of observers are true, that so great a body 
of water is passing through the break as 
reported, and that the work in hand, when 
complete, will not sufficiently diminish it, 
then complete closing is a necessity. 
W hether it can he done in the present 
stage of the water is another question. 


T h e Eugiish sealers are disposed to ig­ 
nore the notice the United States has 
given to keep out of Behring Sea. They 
some weeks ago announced that they 
would enter as heretofore, and a very large 
fleet was l,nt >n readiness to sail with the 
opening of the season. It is probable that 


their ardor will be much dampened, how­ 
ever, on receipt of the notice given by the 
Dominion Government, that it cannot as­ 
sure the seal fishers of safety, and that if 
they enter the sea to take seal they will 
do so at their own risk. This is the re­ 
sult of the negotiations, so far as they 
have progressed, between the United 
States and the Dominion Governments. 
The Dominion representative sent to 
Washington to adjust the fishery difter- 
ences has returned to < Utawa, say the dis­ 
patches, greatly depressed and forbidden 
to say a word as to what.has been the out­ 
come of the conference, on the ground 
that to do so will defeat possibly a final 
satisfactorily settlement. From all which 
we may conclude that President Harrison 
held out firmly for the recognition of the 
claimed exclusive rights of the United 
States in the waters of Behring Sea. Of 
course the New York Evening Post and the 
New York Times will gnaw a file when 
the news reaches them, and new vials of 
wrath will be poured out by them upon 
the devoted head of the President for not 
yielding to the English view of the ques 
tion and abandoning the claim of the 
United States despite the action of Con 
gress in ordering the illicit sealers to be 
driven from the sea. 


E x r i.o R E R S t a n l e y has the courage to 
call things by their proper names. He 
says very truly that the policy of Lord 
Salisbury, in the matter of adjusting the 
conflict between English and German in­ 
terests in equatorial Africa, is equivalent 
to England yielding up all she has gained. 
He advises that an end be made of the 
matter, and that two bites of the cherry 
be not taken, but that the whole of the 
English claim, including the interests in 
Egypt, he made over to Germany at once, 
and an end thus be made of the whole mat­ 
ter. Stanley is hitter, but as we understand 
the German colonial demands in fixing the 
African boundaries in the lake region, and 
the compact that England is asked to enter 
into in the matter of rights of way, and 
the recognition of the jurisdiction of the 
English flag, he is not too severe. Ger­ 
many has out-generaled England thus far, 
and her present demands indicate a con­ 
viction on her part that she can continue 
the process. It is simply amazing that 
Stanley, whom the English have heretofore 
so implicitly trusted, is now unable to 
make the Cabinet understand that in ac­ 
ceding to the German demand they are 
yielding up nearly every valuable right 
England has in Africa. 


T h e murder o f Mr. Hardie, of Los An­ 
geles, while in Arizona, in Rucker canyon, 
proves that the renegade San Carlos 
Apaches are again on the war path. Their 
activity is not entitled to rank as war, of 
course, though the Indians so regard these 
periodical raids. Hardie and his party 
were fired on from ambush. Only a few 
Yveeks ago a teamster was killed in the 
same way, and that the Indians committed 
the assassination admits of no question 
whatever. 
It is necessary that these 
Apaches, to the last papoose, he gathered 
in and shipped so far away that they can 
not even entertain the hope of returning. 
If the murderers of the teamster and of 
Mr. Hardie can be captured, they should 
of course be put on trial, and, when found 
guilty, sent promptly to the scaffold. But 
whether they are taken or not, the wise 
policy to adopt is to herd the whole lot of 
San Carlos Apaches and put and keep 
them upon a far-distant reservation. 


I f it Ls true, as reported by wire, that in 
India it has been demonstrated that the 
Matteis treatment for leprosy is successful, 
and that many cures under it are effected, 
the world has received a benefaction that 
has not been paralleled in the centuries. 
The details concerning the reported cures 
will be awaited with nervous interest, for 
of all diseases in the category of ills we 
have most reason to fear that which 
atllicts and condemns the loathsome leper.

Very many more pre­ 
tentions organizations have drawn crowded 
houses at higher prices to witness less meri­ 
torious entertainments. 
That there were a number of other en­ 
tertainments last night may have had 
something to do with the light patronage 
given to the clnb. It wonld seem that 
there is a fatality about local entertain­ 
ments here—for if one is announced, the 
chances are that it will be met with others 
on the same evening, though a week before 
and after there will be a dearth of amuse­ 
ments. 
Elwood Bruner, one of the Directors of 
the club, presided and stated to the audi­ 
ence what the club had done and purposed 
doing. It has fitted up as large and as fine 
a gymnasium as there is west of the Mis­ 
sissippi, with a single exception. It hss 
enrolled a large number of young men in 
the club.

It 
therefore wanted more members, and the 
exhibition of last night was given to show 
what fine progress the club membership 
had made in ten months and to induce 
others to join. 
To further interest the 
people and enlist their sympathies, the 
gymnasium is to be open free, day and 
evening, all this week, and the club earn­ 
estly invites the people, men, women and 
children, to visit the rooms early or late, 
during the week. 
The programme was varied and very in­ 
teresting, and, as already said, thoroughly 
good and entertaining. It began with 
artistic groupings by the classes selected for 
the evening ; double horizontal bars, by J. 
G. Mansfield and Arthur Arnold, with Pro­ 
fessor Godefroy as clown; Indian club 
swinging from a pedestal, by Al. Klein- 
sorge; wrestling, Graco-Ronian stvle, by 
H. J. Hillebrand and ffm Flint; ‘catch- 
as-catch-can wrestling, by Robt. Alexander 
and Mr. Campbell; grouping of the Pier­ 
rots, by the juvenile class, consisting of I. 
Nathan, T. Hill, J, Bauer, Geo. Newbert, 
Willie Dorsey, Montie Newbert, George 
Short, E. Johnson, E. Coa, J. Crosbv, J. 
Morris, John Shetburn ; boxing, Professor 
Thos. Dwyer vs. Geo. Littlefield, William 
Johnson vs. John O’Neill, Charles Bauer 
vs. Henry Kubenstein, and the champions 
of thejuvenile class, the Newbert brothers; 
double trapeze, Mansfield and A rnold; 
“Un Moment Terrible,” a grotesque gym­ 
nastic and acrobatic exhibition, by In­ 
structor Godefroy, Frank Whitmore and 
Dexter Dunpby ; leaping, Arthur Arnold, 
J. G. Mansfield, Wm. Flint, H. J. Hille­ 
brand, John Heaney, Adam Bergman, 
Frank Whitmore, Robert Alexander, Pro­ 
fessor C. Godefroy, and Masters E. John­ 
son, Montie Newbert, Geo. Newbert. 
X. Tbe trapeze and horizontal bar perform­ 
ances of Messrs. Mansfield and Arnold are 
entitled to first place in consideration for 
grace and athletic skill, and the grotesque 
acrobatic exercises of Godefroy, White- 
more and Dunphy stand second. The 
comedy credit must be awarded to the 
juvenile class in its posings and pyramid 
bnilding. 
The wrestling was notably 
good and won hearty applause, and tbe 
boxing was a genteel exhibition of training 
of band and arm to gnard the face and 
body from attack and to make assault 
when necessary. 
Such critical notice of the individual 
performances as is deserved exigencies of 
space forbid at this time. It must suffice 
to repeat that there was nothing weak, 
nothing ordinary, but all was superior— 
indeed, surprisingly so. 
The concert by Miss Flora Batson, as­ 
sisted by local talent, at the Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, last night, was suc­ 
cessful. Miss Batson’s singing fully justi­ 
fied all that has been said of the wide 
range ot her voice and the distinctness of 
her articulation. Her modest and unaf­ 
fected demeanor is also noteworthy. All 
her numbers were encored, and with her 
simpler responses she won the heartiest 
approval. 
Mrs. B. P. Howard sang with the usual 
sympathetic quality of her voice, the tones 
being full ana smooth and true. 
The duet by Mr. Sanborn and Miss Ger­ 
tie Carley was cordially received, and Mr. 
Bailey, who has but recently conte to this 
city, proved to be possessed of fine vocal 
qualities, which won warm recognition 
and an encore. 
Mr. Applebey’s banjo solos awakened 
real enthusiasm. It is scarcely too much 
to say that he develops more melody and 
greater sweetness from the instrument 
than is usually heard. As one listener, Yvho 
wa3 enthusiastic about it, said: ‘‘When he 
touches the strings of the instrument it is 
like a lover’s caress, and his mistress' re­ 
sponse tells well the story of requited 
love.” 
The vocal numbers were accompanied on 
the piano by Miss Adoltine Katbel. who 
clearly understands the difference between 
supporting and overpowering a singer. 
•‘The Jinglers,” a colored jubilee concert 
company, drew a full house at the Sixth- 
street Methodist Church last night. The 
company consists of G. L. Conley, first 
tenor; Zan Edwards, second tenor; G. W. 
Walley, basso profundo; J. R. Porter, 
basso; Neal Hawkins, soprano; Fannie 
Chinn, contralto. They are among the 
best colored jubilee singers that are or have 
been on the coast. The R ecord U nion 
commended the eutertainment of the 
troupe when here last year, and finds no 
reason to modify its judgment now.

N on-C ot Pirm atiou o f th e P e rry Sem inary 


S ale—T h at S ev en teen th -S treet 
Sew er N uisance. 


The Board of City Trustees met yesterday 
m orning w ith all three members present. 
Engineer Judd, of the water works, re­ 
ported that during the past week 32,408,000 
gallons of water were pumped. The Holly 
engine 
was in operation seventy-seven 
hours and the Stevens ninety-four hours. 


TENTH-STREET IM PROVEM ENT. 
A communication was received from M. 
J . Diliman, Manager of the Bell Conserva­ 
tory, rem inding the Board of the fact that 
as Tenth street was about to be graded and 
graveled from N to Y, the street from W to 
Y should not again be graveled, as this had 
already been done. All that was needed 
on those two blocks was a little filling in 
and leveling, as was being done all over 
town. 
As far as the rest of the street was 
concerned, he believed the city ought to 
pay one-half the cost of grading, hackmen 
and undertakers one-fourth, and the re­ 
m aining one-fourth by the property own­ 
ers. 
The Bell Conservatory was willing to 
contribute $250. The com m unication was 
placed on tile. 
A rem onstrance was received against the 
im proving of Tenth street from N to Y, and 
it was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
A majority of the property on the street 
was represented by the signers on the peti­ 
tion, but it was a noticeable fact that they 
were a l l residents beyond R street. 


A HITCH ABOUT L STREET. 
A comm unication from the Sacramento 
Street Im provem ent Company was read, 
reciting the fact that, upon the exam ina­ 
tion of the papers in the m atter of grading 
L street, from Fifteenth to Twenty-eighth, 
found that a remonstrance, signed by the 
owners of a majority of frontage, had been 
filed with the Auditor on March 19th, and 
that subsequently certain persons signing 
the same attem pted to withdraw their 
names. They (the company) were advised 
that this could not be legally done, and 
that it follows that the said remonstrance 
was a bar to the im provement of the street 
for six m onths, unless owners of a majority 
of the frontage on said street shall petition 
for the work to be done. 
The company, 
for this reason, would therefore withdraw 
its offer to grade the 3aid street until such 
tim e as a majority of property-owners on 
the street should petition again to have the 
work done. 
They would then fulfill their 
contract at the prices for which they had 
agreed to grade the street. 
The m atter was referred to the Citv At­ 
torney. 
" 
CITIZENS WHO WANT W ATER. 
A petition was received asking that the 
citv water mains be extended so that prop­ 
erty-owners 
in the block bounded by 
Twenty-fourth and Twenty-fifth, Q and R 
streets, could get the city water. Referred 
to Trustee Wolf. 


THAT 
SEVENTEENTH-RTREKT 
SEW ER 
AGAIN. 
Felix Tracy appeared before the Board 
to again enter a complaint in regard to the 
condition of the Seventeenth-street sewer. 
H e said it was originally intended to 
sim ply carry off surplus water, but now 
sewage and cesspool water

turned into the drain. The stench that 
rose from the man-holes was dangerous to 
the health of persons living in the vicinity. 
Upon motion of Trustee McLaughlin, 
the H ealth Officer was ordered to see that 
all property owners who were em ptying 
their sewage and waste water into the 
sewer be notified to cease doing so. 


ASSESSMENT COMPLAINED OF. 
E. F. Aitken complained that the assess­ 
m ent on his property in the lower portion 
of town was not in proportion to the tax 
levied o(n property adjoining his.

essor was ordered to appear next 
Monday and explain the cause of the irreg­ 
ularity. 
Mr. A itken also stated that the attention 
of the police should be called to rough 
characters who at different times congre­ 
gate at the saloon on N inth and L streets 
and create disturbances.

Upon the recommendation of Trustee 
M cLaughlin, W. Graf, who was the lowest 
bidder for constructing the sewer on S 
street from Seventeenth to Sixth, was re­ 
leased from bis contract, and the same 
awarded to the next lowest bidder, Bassett 
A Touhey. 
George Murray informed the Board that 
a wooden sidewalk had been laid on M 
street, between 
Seventeenth and Eigh­ 
teenth, and the m atter was referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
George M urray was awarded the contract 
for constructing a brick sewer on Seven­ 
teenth street, from R to S. 


THE PERRY SEMINARY SALE.

On Saturday last Dr. G. M. Dixon, Chair­ 
m an of the Executive Committee of the 
River 
Im provem ent 
Convention, tele­ 
graphed to Congressman McKenna, request­ 
ing him to inform the W ar D epartm ent of 
the urgent necessity for closing the break 
in the Yolo levee at Paine’s ranch, below 
W ashington, in order that the present 
volum e of w ater in the river m ight be 
utilized for scouring purposes. 
A ttention was also called to the fact 
that the work now being prosecuted by 
contractor Simpson was of a tem porary 
character and not intended to stay the full 
volum e of water that is now pouring 
through the crevasse. Yesterday afternoon 
Dr. Dixon received the following telegram 
in response: 
W a s h in g t o n , May 2 6 th . 
Dr. G. 31. Dixon, Chairman Executive Committee: 
The War Department is alive to the importance 
of work on the Paine break, and has sent your 
telegram to the engineer in charge, with in­ 
structions to report. 
J. McK enn a. 
A R e c o r d -U n io n reporter who yesterday 
visited the Paine break and witnessed the 
work in progress there found contractor 
Simpson and his workmen laboring ener­ 
getically to complete the task of partially 
closing the break, so as to control the water 
after the river falls a few feet. A double 
row of piles have been driven from the 
north end of the break in a southwesterly 
direction from the bank for a considerable 
distance, and then southward, makiDg a 
deep curve, 
The piles, however, owing to 
the strength of the current, did not seem to 
be very firm, but Mr. Simpson has fastened 
them together in the hope of preventing 
them from popping out. 
W ork has been tem porarily suspended at 
this end of the break and the pile-driver 
removed to the south end. w hile a new one 
is being constructed, so that the work may 
be pushed from both ends. Not a few per­ 
sons entertain a fear that the water may 
fall so low before the current can be di­ 
verted to the river channel that it will not 
have the necessary force to cut out the 
bank of sediment deposited at the lower 
end of the break. Hence the desire to have 
the Government take steps to have the 
break closed completely in the shortest pos- 
siDle time.

After some tim e spent in exam ining the 
bills and discussing their features, the 
Mayor said he did not want to pay the 
March bill, as it contained a charge for fif­ 
teen pounds of Java coffee. H e wanted that 
coffee business shut oft, as the contract price 
was twelve and one quarter cents for prison 
coffee. 
Finally Mr. McLaughlin moved that the 
bills be paid, and that Mr. Schaden be no­ 
tified not to supply the City Prison with 
supplies without an order from some m em ­ 
ber of the Board of Trustees.

Most of these cattle are

1 Kern counties, and as railroad rates are 
j lower frcm this section than from the East, 
j California can look for a good spring 
m arket in the future up north for her 
snrplus stock. 
Louis Gerber of this city, who has large 
stock interests in Langel valley, Oregon, 
returned recently from his ranch and re­ 
ports the loss ot livestock the heaviest ever 
known, both in Oregon and Nevada.

provided with shelter, entire bands were 
swept away.

Revolution 
Proposed 
in Ibe M eat 
Trade 011 the Paciiic Coast. 
S an F rancisco, May 2G;b.—Miller & Lux, 
the Southern Pacific Company and Philip 
I). A rm our ot Chicago are preparing the 
plans for the erection of a million dollar 
slaughter bouse, packing bouse and cold 
storage house combined, which is to be of 
sufficient size to supply not only the entire 
Pacific Coast 
with dressed and packed 
meat, bat is to reach out for business in 
British 
Columbia 
and 
other countries 
where there is a prospect for a market. 
A rm our and M iller & Lux’e scheme is a 
most extensive one, and portends an entire 
revolution in the meat trade of the coast. 
The Southern Pacific Company has assur­ 
ances ot the traffic which the erection of 
such a packing house would develop. Un­ 
limited capita] is at the disposal of the pro­ 
jectors, and their plans will be carried out 
to the fullest, ouce the wheels are set in 
motion. 
The site that has m et with the most 
favor is peculiarly suited to the needs of 
such a concern. 
Any one who will ex­ 
am ine the m ap of the broad gauge road be­ 
tween ttiis city and San Jose cannot fail to 
notice the great bend which it makes to the 
we*t in going between San Francisco and 
Milbrae. This circuitous route was origin­ 
ally chosen 9 0 that some heavy work which 
the adoption of the direct route would in­ 
volve, would be avoided. 
Recently the 
railroad company laid out the route of a 
more direct line between the city and Mil­ 
brae over the original right of way into this 
city, granted to the Western Pacific Com­ 
pany. 
• 
This line contemplates the construction 
of a tunnel through the high hills back of 
H unter’s Point. 
It is said that the comple­ 
tion of this line would shorten the road by 
five miles and would give the company 
other advantages. 
The land east of the present line and 
south of H unter's point is largely owned 
by Miller it Lux, and it is on this tract, 
near the Fourteen Mile House, that the 
packing house will be constructed, provided 
the other arrangem ents are completed. 
Such a site will atford ready access to rail 
and water, and will be far enough awa" 
from the city to preclude any opposition 
being made. 
The new company has two separate plans 
combined in the one scheme. It is pro­ 
posed in the first place to supply the coast 
w ith fresh meat ot all descriptions, draw ­ 
ing cattle and other anim als from Califor­ 
nia, Nevada, Oregon, Idaho, Utah, Colo­ 
rado. Arizona, New Mexico and Texas. 
This m eat will be dressed here and placed 
in cold storage, being shipped in lots to 
suit in a sim ilar m anner. This is the basis 
on which the beef business of the East is 
carried on, and the new company contem­ 
plates the absorption or retirem ent of all 
the Butchertown establishments. 
| , The second branch of the business will 
be the packing of beef and pork 
011 the 
sam e scale and plan as it is done in the 
East, and as the new company expects to 
absorb all the trade of the coast and much 
of that of transpacific countries, some idea 
may be had of what they7 contemplate. A 
gentleman who is interested in the packing 
trade on a sm all scale said to-day that there 
would not be the slightest chance for any 
Eastern packing house to sell goods west of 
Denver if a suitably equipped establish­ 
m ent were in operation on this side, and 
that not only would the new concern get 
everything in the Pacific States and T erri­ 
tories, but a lucrative business could be 
worked -ip abroad.

Perkins, to discuss the advisability of re­ 
questing W . \V. Morrow to allow his name 
to be presented to the Convention as a can­ 
didate for Governor. 
It was declared to be 
the unanim ous sense of the meeting that 
Morrow is the strongest and most available 
candidate. 
George C. Perkins, W. F. 
W hittier, D. J. Staples, A. R. Briggs, Wen­ 
dell Easton and W. L. Merry were ap­ 
pointed a committee to communicate with 
Morrow and ascertain his views in the 
matter.

LOSS OF TH E ONEIDA. 


Seventy-Seven Chinese D rowned —Captain 
A nderson’s Story. 
San F rancisco, May 26th.—The schooner 
Alice Kimball, Captain Rasmusspn, ar­ 
rived in port on Sunday night from Sanak, 
Alaska. Among the passengers were Cap­ 
tain Anderson and two officers of the ship 
Oneida. 
The latter vessel, which was 
bound from San Francisco for T hin Point, 
was sunk near Sanak island on the night 
of April 26th. The night was clear and 
the ship was sailing along briskly before a 
sm art breeze when a shock was felt that 
shook the vessel from stem to stern and 
started her timbers. She had struck on a 
sunken rock not on the chart. The fore­ 
mast wa3 carried away, and the water 
rushed into the fated vessel from ail sides, 
flooding the deck and cabin and finding its 
way into the hold. 
There were 110 Chinese laborers and 40 
white men on board, bound for the can­ 
nery at Thin Point, Alaska, and the scenes 
that followed among the frenzied Asiatics 
beggars description. They swarmed up on 
deck, tram pling upon each other in their 
wild eflorts to reach the boats. The whites 
climbed into the rigging or got oat the 
boats. Sea after sea washed the deck, 
sweeping the terrified 
coolies into the 
breakers. 
The Oneida went to pieces in 
less than an hour, all her cargo being lost. 
The survivors of the wreck succeeded in 
getting ashore in the boats, and when all 
hands were mustered it was learned that 
77 Chinese had been sucked under the 
waves. 
The Oneida was owned by Louis Sloss, 
and left here on March 28th. 
Mr. Sloss 
valued the vessel and cargo at $60,000, the 
insurance on both am ounting $50,000. The 
Chinese and white laborers who were saved 
were left at Sanak, and another vessel will 
be fitted oat immediately to take the 
Oneida’s place.
